The estimates from the various 
branches of tue government which 
uiuat be ready for the Inspection of the 
I'resldent of the I'nlted States hy Sep 
temper M are coining In. While they 
atmw much Improvement over the call 
mates of former years, they reveal a 
lingering disposition on the parts of 
the chlefa of hureaua to ask for ex- 
ceedingly llheral appropriations. The 
Hstlmates are not yet in audi shape as 
would warrant the bureau of the bud 
get In saying whether or not the bud- 
get for the next fiscal yeur will call 
for more money than waa set aside 
for the operation of the government 
dining the present fiscal year. It the 
total of the estimates should exceed 

y«ir. It will <'t*rttiihly l«* txlured. 

The outstanding fact ah.ait the prep- 
atatl.ai of the second budget la that 
the federul government for the first 
line In Its history is now transacting 
Its routine business according to mod- 
dern meth'sls. Never before did It 
have a complete balance sheet, and It 
now has cmnplett inventories of Its 
properties something which It never 
hat] before. Hut most Important of 
all. there are now In existein-e and In 
working order agencies which are en- 
gaged In eo-orilliiatlng In all mutters 
of routine business the activities of 
the separate deportments nml estab- 
lishments, t 'buries ti. Pavvea. the ttrst 
director of the budget, was ..bilged to 
prepare the first budget without the 
assistance of these agencies, which he 
established during his term of otflce.
